COUNTERFEITING.
—————————
Avrest of Counterfeiters—Capture of Counters
felt Money and Moterinls—-Hearing of the
Oflenders Belore o Us 8, Commissioner,
The oflivers conneécted with the secret Govern-
ment service have for some time past been engaged
in hunting up vertain parties said to be engaged in
making counterfeit five and three cent pleces. Last
evening a descent wans made upon a house In Water
street, und two arrests were made, Two men were
caught In the act of making the connterfeits. A con-
siderpble amount of finished and unfinished work
was captured, 48 well as moulds and other imple-
ments, The parties were locked up i the Unlon
Street Station for the night,
This morning, at 10 o'clock, they were brought
before United Statea Commigsioner Phillips for a
hedring, Thelr names are réspectively Edgar Disho)
and John Hughes, Bisuop 18 an old offender, well
known to the officers. Hughes amrms that it is his
first attempt at counterfeiting: he is, however, an
old adept at other offenses.

John A, W, Clarvoe, special agent of the Treasn
Department, testilied that last night about 8 P, {l,
he went to a house in Water street near Dock, and
entered 1he basement, where the prisoners were
foumd, Bishop was sitting down trimmiog connter-
feit dve-cent pleces, Hughes opened the door.
They said they were dolug nothing, Found
a ladle in  the stove il of compo-
sition. Moulds were found In the stove, also
gome unider the stove, Those under the stove had
five-cent pieces in them, which were still warm.
There was o quantity of pieces in a4 pan, which lwd
been moulded, Took possession of the moulds and
coln and some plaster for making moulds, The coln,
moulds, and gome other utensils wore exhibitod,
